For  generations  Lenoir-Rhyne  has 
been  known  for  the  impact  it  has 
on  its  students  and  the  citizens 
of  this  region.

When  you  converse  with  those  who  became  part 
of  Lenoir-Rhyne  decades  ago,  you  find  you  are 
talking  about  a  family  that  has  stayed  together 
long  beyond  the  time  spent  in  classes  here.  The 
real  story  is  the  pride  that  everyone  takes  in  being 
a  part  of  Lenoir-Rhyne,  and  with  good  reason. 

With  the  great  traditions  of  excellence  that 
we  inherited  here  at  Lenoir-Rhyne,  there  is  no 
better  time  in  the  life  of  the  college  than  today. 
The  college  is  experiencing  regular  stability  in 
its  budget  management,  a  situation  not  always 
realized  by  other  private  colleges  in  today's  world. 
Our  enrollment  is  growing  exactly  as  we  planned, 
at  a  steady  and  manageable  pace  that  strengthens 


all  aspects  of  our  experiences. 
The  college  endowment  has 
grown  dramatically  from  about 
$40  million  to  about  $60  million 
in  just  four  years.  Our  annual 
fund  participation  exceeded  the 
benchmark  number  of  30  percent 
for  the  fourth  straight  year. 

All  of  the  quantitative  indicators 
of  success  are  just  the  foundation 
that  supports  the  real  story  of 
excellence.  The  continued  success 
of  our  business  students  in  Phi 
Beta  Lambda  demonstrates  our 
ability  to  play  on  the  national 
stage.  The  A  Cappella  Choir  just 
returned  from  its  European  tour 
to  rave  reviews.  Like  never  before, 
Lenoir-Rhyne  is  demonstrating  its  influence  on 
the  Hickory  region  through  initiatives  like  the 
conservation  programs  of  the  Reese  Institute  and 
the  North  Carolina  Teaching  Fellows  sponsored 
by  the  School  of  Education.  The  Nursing  program 
and  the  programs  of  the  Human  and  Community 
Services  major  provide  critical  support  to 
the  needs  of  this  region.  The  strength  of  our 
community  partnership  is  at  a  level  not  seen  for 
many  years. 

With  the  great  heritage  of  this  college,  there  has 
in  fact  been  no  better  time  to  be  part  of  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  than  the  time  in  which  we  live.  We  hope 
you  will  all  continue  to  be  part  of  this  experience, 
that  you  will  visit  us  often,  and  that  you  will  take 
pride  in  the  accomplishments  of  the  extended 
family  that  makes  up  your  college.  This  is  a  good 
day  to  be  part  of  Lenoir-Rhyne.

faced  a  problem.  He  was  the  chief 
academic  officer  oi  the  university, 
supervising  the  hbrary  along  with 
other  areas.  Unlike  other  units,  the 
library  always  had  trouble  staying 
within  its  budget.  The  problem 
was  caused  by  the  large  increases  in 
prices  for  scholarly  journals.  The 
cost  of  these  journals  was  escalating 
at  10  percent  to  15  percent  a  year, 
and  had  been  for  many  years.  The 
university  budget,  however,  was 
only  increasing  by  about  3  percent 
annually.  As  a  result,  the  library  was 
forced  to  eliminate  subscriptions 
year  after  year,  reducing  the 
information  available  to  faculty  and 
student  researchers.  After  talking  to 
the  provosts  at  other  large,  research 
universities,  he  found  they  were 
facing  the  same  problem. 

Shulenburger  proposed  a 
solution  that  was  simple  and 
inexpensive.  Under  the  present 
system,  the  journals  own  the 
copyright  on  their  articles  for 
lengthy  periods.  He  proposed  that 
the  journals  hold  the  copyright 
for  90  days  —  long  enough  to 
present  the  information  first. 
Alter  that  time,  he  proposed,  the 
articles  should  be  made  available 
at  no  charge  to  the  community  of 
scholars.  He  suggested  doing  this 
by  creating  a  National  Electronic 
Article  Repository  (NEAR),  an 
online  resource  that  anyone  could 
access  for  free. 

The  free  exchange  of  ideas 
and  information,  he  reasoned, 
would  encourage  research  and 
advance  human  knowledge. 
Although  NEAR  has  not  yet 
become  a  reality,  there  has  been 
progress.  Many  journals  are  making 
past  issues  available  free  online. 
Some  foundations  have  begun 
requiring  researchers  whom  they 
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requiring  researchers  whom  they 
fund  to  make  their  work  available 
without  charge.  The  Association 
for  Research  Libraries  adopted  a 
resolution  in  1999  commending 
Shulenburger  for  his  advocacy  in 
this  area. 

Although  legislation  has  been 
introduced  in  the  Senate  to  address 
this  problem,  it  has  not  yet  become 
law.  Shulenburger  admits  it's  a  tall 
order  to  change  the  fundamental 
way  scholarly  communication 
works.  However,  he  said,  "I  like 
tilting  at  windmills.  In  an  electronic 
age,  it  doesn't  cost  much  to  make 
scholarly  research  available  to 
everyone." 

Shulenburger  has  spoken 
worldwide  advocating  this  reform. 
There  is  a  strong  movement 
in  Europe  to  adopt  this  idea. 
Universities  and  scholars  in  poor 
countries  are  at  an  even  greater 
disadvantage. 

If  there  were  no  barriers  to 
the  free  exchange  of  research 
results,  it's  hard  to  know  how 
things  would  be  different,  he  said. 
However,  he  pointed  out  that 
the  discovery  of  penicillin  was 
published  in  a  scientific  journal 
in  1928.  Because  this  journal  was 
not  widely  available,  the  world  had 
to  wait  until  1938  for  penicillin 
to  be  developed  into  a  life-saving 
antibiotic. 

For  his  work  in  higher 
education,  Shulenburger  was 
named  this  year's  Distingtiished 
Alumnus.  The  grotmdwork  for  his 
later  accomplishments  was  laid  at 
Lenoir-Rhyne.  Shulenburger  grew 
up  on  a  farm  outside  Salisbury, 
N.C.  His  older  sister,  Mary 
Shulenburger  Moretz  '64,  was  the 
first  family  member  to  go  to  college. 
"As  a  Lutheran,  Lenoir-Rhyne  was 
the  only  college  I  considered, "  he 
said. 
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Shulenburger  graduated  with 
a  degree  in  sociology.  However, 
he  was  only  a  few  courses  short 
of  having  degrees  in  economics 
and  philosophy  as  well.  Faculty 
members  who  were  influential  in  his 
life  were  Professors  Dorus  RudisilU 
philosophy;  Wade  Hook,  sociology; 
and  Bud  Brown,  economics. 
Shulenburger  later  earned  a  master's 
degree  and  a  Ph.D.  from  the 
Institute  of  Labor  and  Industrial 
Relations  at  the  University  of 
Illinois.  He  said  he  chose  to  study 
there  because  it  allowed  him  to 
combine  his  interests  in  economics 
and  sociology. 

After  three  years  at  Clemson, 
he  joined  the  faculty  of  the 
University  of  Kansas  in  1974  as 
assistant  professor  of  business 
administration.  He  remained  at  that 
university  until  2006. 

"I  enjoy  organizing  a  set  of 
knowledge  and  really  mastering  it, " 
he  said.  "You  never  really  do  that 
until  you  teach  it  to  someone  else. 
You  teach  yourself  and  then  you 
can  teach  others."  He  also  said  he 
enjoys  interacting  with  students 
who  may  come  up  with  different 
interpretations  of  the  material. 
"Teaching  becomes  a  process  of 
learning  for  student  and  teacher," 
he  said. 

His  many  awards  include 
the  Byron  T  Shutz  Award  for 
Distinguished  Teaching  on 
Economic  Systems  (1982)  and 
the  Henry  A.  Bubb  Award  for 
Outstanding  Teaching  (1984). 

At  first,  he  wasn't  interested 
in  college  administration.  "Like 
most  young  faculty  members, 
I  had  considerable  disdain  for 
administration,"  he  said.  However, 
the  challenge  of  solving  problems 
eventually  changed  his  mind.  "I  felt 
satisfied  in  administrative  work," 
he  said,  "because  I  felt  I  was  able  to 


make  a  difference." 

Shulenburger  rose  Vvirhin  the 
administration,  and  was  named 
provost  in  1996.  In  2002,  he  was 
named  provost  and  executive  vice 
chancellor,  becoming  the  chief 
academic  and  operating  officer  of 
the  university's  Lawrence  Campus. 
In  2006,  he  decided  to  step  down 
from  the  very  demanding  job  and 
resume  teaching.  However,  a  new 
challenge  lay  ahead. 

When  news  spread  that  he 
was  stepping  down  as  provost, 
he  was  offered  a  job  as  academic 
vice  president  of  the  National 
Association  of  State  Universities  and 
Land  Grant  Colleges.  He  accepted, 
and  moved  to  Washington,  D.C. 

NASULGC  represents  215 
public  research  universities.  His 
current  project  is  developing  a 
national  data  system  for  universities 
that  will  allow  parents  and 
prospective  students  to  easily 
compare  information  about 
different  institutions.  A  partner 
in  this  venture  is  the  American 
Association  of  State  Universities 
and  Colleges,  which  represents  6S0 
public  universities.  Together  the 
two  associations  educate  about  70 
percent  of  the  college  students  in 
the  United  States. 

When  he  is  not  at  work, 
Shulenburger  enjoys  spending 
time  with  his  famiK'.  His  wife, 
Carol  Prentice,  is  retired  horn 
the  UniversitN'  ot  Kansas.  He  has 
three  sons.  His  oldest  son,  Adam, 
is  an  attornev  with  a  latere  firm  in 
New  York  City.  Neal  is  a  sports 
reporter  who  covers  the  Universit)^ 
of  Arkansas  for  the  Arkansas 
Democrat-Gazette  in  Fayetteville. 
His  voun2;est  son,  Luke,  is  working 
on  a  Ph.D.  in  ph^^sics  at  the 
LJniversitv  of"  Illinois.  In  his  spare 
time,  Shulenburger  enjoys  traveling, 
theater  and  art.

The  John  and 
Suannne  Roueche  Distinguished  Alumnus  Scholarship  honors  a  rising  senior.  Following  is  a  list  of  those  who  were 
recognized  this  year. 

Opal  L.  Moretz  Service  to  the  Community  Award 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Paulwyn  Boliek  '57.  of  Augusta,  Ga.,  was  recognized  for  his 
career-long  effort  to  reach  out  to  the  poor  and  disenfranchised.  His  first  call  as 
a  Lutheran  pastor  was  to  the  Martin  Luther  Lutheran  Church  on  James  Island, 
S.C.  While  there,  he  served  on  the  Governing  Board  of  the  South  Carolina 
Commission  for  Farm  Workers,  working  with  families  of  poor  migrant  workers. 
He  also  served  on  the  Board  of  Directors  for  Rural  Missions,  whose  purpose 
was  to  bring  year-round  support  for  the  very  poor  residing  on  Johns  Island. 
Examples  of  his  ministry  included  the  establishment  of  a  quilt  co-op  to  help 
otherwise  unemployable  women  earn  money,  the  establishment  of  a  playground 
for  area  children,  and  a  program  to  transport  the  poor  to  medical  facilities. 

Boliek  also  served  on  the  board  of  the  Neighborhood  Legal  Assistance 
Program  and  was  chair  of  the  Mayor's  Committee  for  the  Employment  of  the 
Handicapped.  After  a  number  of  years  on  the  S.C.  Synod  staff,  Boliek  returned 
to  the  parish  ministry  at  Resurrection  Lutheran  Church  in  Augusta,  Ga.  Under 
his  leadership,  the  church  partnered  with  Trinity  CME  Church  in  an  effort 
to  promote  racial  harmony.  His  church  was  also  the  host  site  for  the  Master's 
Table  Soup  Kitchen.  Boliek  was  chair  of  the  board  for  Downtown  Cooperative 
Ministries,  a  joint  effort  to  feed  and  clothe  the  needy.  Following  his  retirement, 
Boliek  continues  to  serve  as  co-chair  of  the  Mayor's  Blue  Ribbon  Committee  on 
Race  Relations.

The  Alumni  Awards  and  what  they  mean 

Each  year  the  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  Alumni  Association  chooses  to  honor  several  people  for  their  accomplishments  and 
service  to  others.  Here  is  a  brief  description  of  what  these  awards  represent. 

The  Distinguished  Alumnus/a  Award  is  given  each  year  to  recognize  an  alumnus  or  alumna  who  has  demonstrated 
great  prominence  in  his  or  her  career  field  while  adhering  to  the  principles  of  education  and  Christian  character  upon 
which  Lenoir-Rhyne  was  founded.  In  2001,  the  award  was  renamed  in  honor  of  Clarence  L  Pugh  Sr.  '62,  in  recognition  of 
his  many  years  of  dedicated  service  to  Lenoir-Rhyne  College.  Pugh  served  as  president  of  his  senior  class  in  1962.  After  a 
few  years  with  Duke  Power,  he  returned  to  his  alma  mater,  where  he  served  in  a  variety  of  advancement  positions  for  28 
years.  After  retiring,  he  was  once  again  called  to  serve  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  as  interim  vice  president  for  advancement. 
Although  now  retired  again,  he  continues  to  be  one  of  the  college's  strongest  champions.  To  his  many  friends  and  fellow 
alumni,  he  epitomizes  the  spirit  of  Lenoir-Rhyne. 
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opal  L.  Moretz  Service  to  the  Alumni  Association  Award 

John  Huss  '7#  of  Hickory  retired  this  year  after  working  for  Lenoir-Rhyne 
for  13  years.  He  holds  a  degree  in  economics  from  L-R  and  an  MBA  from 
Appalachian  State  University.  He  is  a  former  U.S.  Army  officer,  retiring  with  the 
rank  of  major  after  20  years  of  active  service.  He  came  to  work  at  his  alma  mater 
as  director  of  alumni  relations.  He  was  later  promoted  to  director  of  college 
relations,  overseeing  the  college's  relationship  with  parents,  Lutheran  churches, 
alumni  and  the  general  public.  Under  his  leadership,  the  college  increased 
attendance  at  alumni  reunions  and  also  increased  alumni  participation  in  the 
college's  Annual  Fund  to  record  levels. 

In  presenting  the  award.  Alumni  Association  President  Warren  Danley 
'53  said,  "John  consistently  looks  tor  ways  to  build  bridges  between  L-R  and 
the  community,  whether  through  the  Alumni  Board,  or  with  current  students 
or  parents.  He  feels  strongly  that  positive  town-gown  relations  are  key  in  the 
promotion  and  welfare  of  both  L-R  and  Hickory.  Anyone  who  knows  John, 
whether  it  be  at  church  or  civic  groups,  knows  his  love  of  and  belief  in  his  alma 
mater."  Huss  is  a  member  of  First  Baptist  Church  of  Hickory.  He  and  his  wife, 
Penny,  have  two  adult  children  and  two  grandchildren.

Dr.  Andrew  J.  Haputa  '5^6^  of  Seattle,  Wash.,  is  a  thoracic  surgeon.  After 
graduating  from  L-R,  he  attended  the  University  of  North  Carolina  Medical 
School,  where  he  received  the  Edwards  Hobgood  Distinguished  Scholarship, 
the  Michiko  Kuno  Outstanding  Research  Award  and  the  Merck  Award 
for  Outstanding  Student  Contributions  to  the  Medical  School.

The  Opal  L.  Moretz  Alumni  Service  Awards  are  given  In  memory  of  Opal  Ledford  Moretz  '65,  former  L-R  dean  of 
students  and  volunteer  director  of  church  relations.  Her  many  years  at  Lenolr-Rhyne  were  a  model  of  Christian  service  to 
others.  The  three  awards  given  In  her  memory  recognize  significant  acts  of  service  to  the  community,  the  college  and  the 
alumni  association. 

The  Rising  Star  Award  was  created  by  the  Alumni  Association  in  2000  to  recognize  outstanding  achievement  and 
potential  by  young  alumni. 

Among  these  awards,  the  Service  to  College  award  is  unique  in  that  it  is  the  only  award  given  by  the  Alumni 
Association  that  does  not  require  the  recipient  to  be  a  Lenoir-Rhyne  alum.

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Professor  Edwin  5ete/er  worked  at 
Lenoir-Rhyne  College  from  1925  to 
1971.  In  those  days,  employees  had 
to  wear  many  hats.  During  his  tenure, 
he  was  professor  of  English,  dean  and 
registrar. 

During  most  of  his  tenure,  he  and 
his  family  lived  on  campus,  first  in  a 
small  apartment  in  Highland  Hall  and 
later  in  an  apartment  in  the  Russell 
House.  In  the  late  1930s  and  early 
1940s,  he  took  up  photography  as  a 
hobby,  taking  photos  around  campus 
and  in  the  Hickory  area.  He  developed 
his  photos  in  a  small  darkroom  in 
Russell  House. 

Recently,  family  members 
discovered  several  coffee  cans  full 
of  his  negatives.  Fortunately,  his  wife 
had  kept  a  log  of  the  photographs, 
describing  where  and  when  each  one 
was  taken. 

John  Setzler  '64,  his  son, 
who  has  worked  as  a  professional 
photographer  in  the  area,  copied 
these  negatives,  which  were  taken 
between  1937  and  1941.  He  explained 
that  his  father's  hobby  was  brought  to 
an  end  with  the  outbreak  of  World  War 
II,  when  film  was  difficult  to  obtain. 
After  the  war.  Professor  Setzler  took 
a  few  family  snapshots,  but  he  never 
again  pursued  photography  with  as 
much  passion.  Thanks  to  the  Setzler 
family,  we  have  these  rare  glimpses 
into  life  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  immediately 
before  World  War  II. 
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This  photo  was  taken  at  a  1938 
football  practice.

Lenoir-Rhyne  College  has  selected  Dr.  Larry  Hall  as  executive  vice 
president  and  dean  of  the  college.  He  assumed  his  new  post  on  June  1 . 
The  executive  vice  president  is  the  second  ranking  official  at  the  college 
and  is  specifically  in  charge  of  providing  leadership  to  the  academic 
programs  and  their  integration  with  enrollment  management. 

Hall  came  to  Lenoir-Rhyne  from  Belmont  University  in  Nashville, 
Tenn.,  where  he  served  as  dean  of  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  and 
professor  of  political  science.  He  earned  a  bachelor's  degree  in  political 
science  and  history  at  Carson-Newman  College  in  Jefferson  City,  Tenn. 
He  received  a  master's  degree  and  a  doctorate  in  political  science  from 
the  University  of  Tennessee  in  Knoxville.  Hall  completed  additional 
graduate  work  in  economics  at  George  Mason  University. 

"Lenoir-Rhyne  is  very  fortunate  to  have  been  able  to  attract  a 
distinguished  administrator  such  as  Dr.  Hall  to  this  leadership  position," 
said  Dr.  Wayne  Powell,  president  of  the  college.  "He  has  a  proven  track 
record  of  success  in  leading  a  faculty  that  values  the  liberal  arts  as  well 
as  reaching  out  to  the  community  to  provide  programs  that  are  needed 
in  the  region.  Dr.  Hall  will  be  able  to  lead  the  academic  components  of 
Lenoir-Rhyne  to  the  next  level  of  excellence." 

Hall  had  been  a  member  of  the  Belmont  University  faculty  since 


1990,  when  he  joined  the 
Department  of  History  and 
Political  Science  as  assistant 
professor.  He  was  promoted 
to  associate  professor  in 
1995  and  to  professor  in 
2001.  He  also  held  a  number 
of  administrative  positions 
at  the  university,  serving 
as  acting  chair  of  his  depart- 
ment from  1996  to  1997 
and  then  as  chair  of  the 
department  from  1997  to  1999. 

In  1999,  he  was  promoted  to  associate  dean  of  the  College  of 
Arts  and  Sciences  for  the  School  of  Social  Sciences.  In  2001 ,  he  was 
promoted  to  dean.  He  won  the  Chaney  Distinguished  Professor  Award 
in  2001 .  Hall  is  married  to  Dr.  Amy  Sturgis,  a  professor  of  liberal  studies 
whose  scholarly  interests  include  American  history.  Native  American 
issues  and  author  J.R.R.  Tolkein.

Bobby  McKee,  two-time  National  Coach  of  the  Year  and 
nine-time  South  Atlantic  Conference  Coach  of  the  Year,  has  been 
named  tennis  director  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  College. 

McKee  comes  to  L-R  from  Presbyterian  College  of  Clinton, 
S.C.,  where  he  has  served  as  a  tennis  coach  since  1981. 

"Lenoir-Rhyne  is  indeed  fortunate  to  have  attracted  one  of 
the  great  tennis  coaches  in  America,"  said  Neill McGeacby  '65, 
Lenoir-Rhyne's  athletic  director,  in  announcing  the  appointment. 
"Under  Coach  McKee's  tutelage,  Presbyterian  College  has 
become  the  gold  standard  for  the  SAC  and  the  NCAA  Division 
11" 

In  addition  to  serving  as  tennis  director,  McKee  will  serve  as 
head  coach  for  both  the  men's  and  women's  tennis  teams.  Both 
men's  and  women's  tennis  were  discontinued  following  the  1998 
season.  Women's  tennis  returned  to  L-R  in  2005.  Men's  tennis 
will  return  next  year. 

McKee  is  a  1980  graduate  of  Presbyterian  College,  where 
he  was  an  All  American  tennis  player.  He  coached  the  men's 
tennis  team  at  PC  from  1984  to  2000  and  has  a  16-year  record 
of  233-129  (.644).  During  his  tenure,  the  Blue  Hose  men's  tennis 
program  posted  winning  records  in  13  of  16  seasons.  He  was 
named  SAC  Men's  Coach  of  the  Year  four  times  (1996,  1997, 
1998  and  1999). 

He  is  currently  in  his  eighth  consecutive  season  as  head 
coach  of  the  women's  tennis  program.  He  previously  coached  the

Women's  swimming  lias  been  added  as  a  new  intercollegiate  sport  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  and 
Paul  Schiffel  has  been  named  head  coach  of  the  first  Women's  Swimming  Team. 

Schiffel  formerly  served  as  the  owner  and  coach  of  the  Catawba  Valley  Aquatics  Club  and  was  the 
head  coach  of  the  Men's  and  Women's  Swimming  Teams  at  St.  Stephens  High  School  since  1992. 

"Lenoir-Rhyne  provides  an  opportunity  for  me  to  fulfill  a  long-time  goal  and  dream  to  coach 
swimming  at  the  collegiate  level,"  said  Schiffel.  "L-R's  facilities  are  very  impressive  for  creating  a 
women's  program.  They  are  some  of  the  better  facilities  for  an  NCAA  Division  II  school  in  this  part  of  the 
country. 

"I  believe  this  program  can  reach  high  levels,  not  only  locally,  but  on  a  national  level  as  well.  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  can  draw  exceptional  athletes  to  compete  in  swimming." 

Schiffel  also  served  as  the  head  coach  of  the  Hickory  Seahorse  Swim  Team  (1978-84  and  1986-89) 
and  coached  a  swimmer  who  later  became  a  two-time  NCAA  Division  II  Ail-American  (2000  and  2002). 

"We  are  extremely  fortunate  to  have  as  our  new  head  coach  of  Women's  Swimming  a  man  of  Paul's 
caliber,"  said  Neill  McGeachy  '65,  L-R  athletic  director.  "This  is  the  first  Women's  Swimming  coach  in  the 
116  years  of  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  and  we  started  at  the  top." 

Schiffel  holds  a  bachelor's  and  master's  degree  in  health  and  physical  education  from  East  Carolina 
University.  A  member  of  the  East  Carolina  Men's  Swimming  Team,  he  earned  Team  MVP  honors  as  a  junior 
and  served  as  an  assistant  coach  for  the  Pirates  from  1975  to  1978.

They  have  participated  in  the  NAIA 
and  NCAA  National  Championships  for  22  years,  including  12 
straight  NCAA  postseason  appearances.  Nine  of  his  women's 
players  and  10  of  his  men's  players  have  attained  All  American 
status.

"Evangelical  Lutheran  Worship," 
used  by  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church 
in  America,  uses  Weber's  music  for  "All 
Who  Love  and  Serve  Your  City"  and  as 
one  setting  of  "Holy,  Holy,  Holy."  He 
also  contributed  an  arrangement  in  the 
accompanist  version  of  the  hymnal  for 
"We  All  Believe  in  One  True  God." 

The  college's  Sacred  Music  Program 


was  selected  to  record  a  CD  of  22  hymns 
from  the  ELCA  book.  The  Lenoir-Rhyne 
CD  is  entitled  "Evangelical  Lutheran 
Worship:  Hymns  Audio  CD-Volume  2." 

"It  is  a  great  honor  to  be  asked  to 
produce  this  recording  for  church-wide 
use,"  Weber  said.

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Choir  tours  Baltic  States 

students  share  residents' joy  in  tiie  iong-repressed  Gospel.

Editor's  note:  The  A  Cappella  Choir,  directed  by  Dr.  Paid  Weber,  toured  the 
Baltic  States  for  two  weeks  in  May  2007.  The  following  article  was  written 
by  Stephen  Friedrich  '07  of  Knoxville,  Tenn.,  who  traveled  with  the  choir, 
took  photographs  and  wrote  a  daily  blog.  He  earned  a  degree  in  theology  and 
philosophy  from  Lenoir-Rhyne  this  spring.  In  the  fall,  he  will  begin  studying 
for  a  master  of  divinity  degree  at  Lutheran  Theological  Southern  Seminary. 
He  plans  to  enter  the  ordained  ministry  of  word  and  sacrament. 


As  the  reverberations  of  the  final 
verse  fade,  one  is  left  with  this  sense  of 
God's  presence  that  is  overwhelming. 
Emptied  of  sound,  what  remains  in  the 
silence  of  the  nave  save  the  still,  small 
voice?  This  unique  feeling  of  having  been 
bathed  in  the  very  word  of  God  washed 
over  me  throughout  this  tour. 

Continually  the  sound  rose  and  fell 
in  powerfiil  ways,  reaching  deep  into  the 
soul  as  God  had  his  way  with  each  and 
every  person:  those  singing  and  those 
listening,  Americans  and  Europeans. 

The  A  Cappella  Choir,  directed 
by  Dr.  Paul  Weber,  traveled  to  the 
Baltic  States  in  May  of  2007  for  two 
weeks,  giving  concerts  integrated  with 
educational  opportunities  and  cultural 
immersion  in  Russia,  Estonia,  Finland, 
Latvia  and  Lithuania.  The  choir  gave 
12  scheduled  and  unscheduled  concerts 
featuring  pieces  in  English,  Estonian, 
German,  Latin  and  Swahili. 

Much  can  be  said  of  the  memories 
shared,  songs  sung,  tours  taken,  friends 
made,  and  experiences  gained.  Looking 
back  on  the  trip,  I  find  that  in  many 
respects  it  was,  even  if  we  did  not  realize 
it  at  the  time,  a  pilgrimage,  as  we  walked 
the  paths  of  the  faithful  in  this  corner 
of  the  world.  This  was  a  tour  of  faith 
experienced  through  our  feet  as  we 
traveled,  our  eyes  as  we  saw  the  witness, 
our  ears  as  we  heard  the  stories  of  the 
people.  Most  significantly,  the  tour  was 
enacted  by  the  choir  as  their  presence 
and  voice  gave  expression  to  the  long- 
persecuted  gospel. 

Significant  highlights  of

the  pilgrimage  stretch  the 
length  of  the  tour.  We  sang  in 
soaring  cathedrals  and  simple 
churches.  In  Poltsamma, 
Estonia,  one  church  was  part 
of  a  castle;  another  in  St. 
Petersburg,  Russia,  was  once 
a  swimming  pool.  In  the  little 
town  of  lisaku,  Estonia,  we 
found  and  sang  in  the  home 
church  o{Helgi  Shuford  '61, 
who  fled  the  Soviets,  eventually 
ending  up  at  Lenoir-Rhyne. 

We  met  the  people  in 
these  places,  coming  face  to 
face  with  those  who  truly 
know  what  it  is  to  depend 
totally  upon  the  grace  of  our 
mercifiil  God.  We  met  these 
people  at  concerts,  but  more 
significantly  we  worshiped 
alongside  them  as  Christians. 
These  people  have  a  deep  faith 
that  is  strong  as  it  emerges 
from  a  persecuted  past. 

Their  struggle  was  evident  in  many 
ways,  as  the  people  would  always  mouth 
the  words  to  the  Sanctus  along  with  the 
choir.  As  the  choir  sang  in  the  people's 
native  Estonian  language,  the  Estonians 
wept  for  joy  as  together  w^e  bore  witness 
to  our  God  in  a  song  that  had  been 
repressed  for  so  long.  It  was  truly 
beautiful. 

Perhaps  the  tour  was  most 
significant  in  that  it  gave  the  students 
a  break  from  their  academics  following 
the  semester,  allowing  them  to  be  open 
to  what  God  is  doing  in  their  lives.  In 
the  midst  of  the  ever-present  hilarity

and  genuine  enjoyment  of  the  choir, 
the  concerts  were  approached  with  a 
sense  of  mission  to  communicate  the 
Gospel,  which  permeated  every  member, 
unifying  them  as  one  every  time  they 
took  to  the  risers. 

Many  will  recall  the  tour  for  years 
to  come,  with  fond  memories  and 
remarks  of  God's  activity  in  and  amongst 
us.

Four  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  students  recently  presented  their  research 
at  the  N.C.  Academy  of  Science  competition  for  imdergraduate  students. 

Kim  Phelps  received  a  first  place  in  chemistry.  Sarah  Dougherty 
received  a  second  place  in  ecology,  and  Mary  M.  Womack  received  a  second 
place  in  biology.  Anna  Grove  also  presented  her  research  in  the  field  of 
molecular  biology. 

Phelps,  working  with  L-R  chemistry  professor  Dr.  Andy  Steele, 
presented  her  research  on  "Investigation  of  the  Leaching  Properties  of 
Mercury  Amalgam  Fillings  in  Human  Teeth."  Dental  amalgam  is  an  alloy  of 
mercury  that  is  often  used  in  dental  fillings.  Phelps  studied  whether  various 
substances  commonly  found  in  food  and  beverages  can  cause  leaching  of  the 
dental  mercury. 

Dougherty's  topic  was  "The  Effect  of  Grazing  on  the  Growth  Rate 
of  the  Submerged  Aquatic  Plant  Vallisneria  Americana. "  Her  research  was 
conducted  under  the  guidance  of  L-R  biology  professors  Drs.  Marsha 
Fanning  and  Karen  McDougal.  Dougherty  studied  whether  grazing  could 
have  an  effect  on  the  growth  and  vitality  of  imderwater  vegetation  such  as 
Vallisneria  americana. 

Womack's  topic  was  "Prevalence  of  Baylisascaris  procyonis  in  the 
Hickory,  NC  regional  area."  Her  research  studied  the  raccoon  roimdworm, 
B.  procyonis,  which  has  been  identified  by  the  Centers  for  Disease  Control 
as  an  emerging  infectious  disease.  The  parasite  can  be  transmitted  to  other 
animals  and  humans  and  can  cause  severe  neurological  disease.  Her  study

foimd  the  presence  of  this  roimdworm,  as  well  as  the  Capillaria  species,  in 
local  raccoons.  Her  research  was  partially  fijnded  by  a  Yarbrough  Research 
grant. 

Grove's  topic  was  "Mutational  Analysis  of  the  Bromodomain 
Homology  Region  of  the  YTA7  Gene,  Which  Encodes  a  Chromatin  Binding 
Protein  Involving  the  Heterochromatin  Barrier  Function."  Grove's  research 
was  supported  in  part  by  a  Howard  Hughes  Medical  Institute  grant  through 
the  Undergraduate  Biological  Sciences  Education  Program  to  Louisiana 
State  University,  and  a  grant  from  the  National  Science  Foundation.  Her 
research  was  conducted  last  summer  at  LSU.

Professor,  alumna  recognized 

Dr.  Karen  Dill,  associate  professor  of  psychology,  is  attracting 
international  attention  for  her  research  on  video  games.  Dill's 
accomplishments  Include  publishing  the  most  cited  scientific  article  on 
video  game  violence,  testifying  before  Congress  about  media  violence, 
and  co-authoring  a  statement  about  media  violence  for  the  American 
Psychological  Association. 

She  Is  one  of  a  handful  of  scholars  from  around  the  world  who 
will  lead  a  discussion  at  a  conference  in  Chile  on  Interactive  media  for 
education.  This  Expert  Meeting  on  Education  and  Video  Games  is  being  held 
in  Santiago,  Chile  on  Aug.  27-28. 

The  Center  for  Educational  Research  and  Innovation,  an  International 
organization  that  conducts  pioneering  education  research,  and  the  Chilean 
Ministry  of  Education  are  sponsoring  the  conference.  Dill  is  one  of  about  a 
dozen  scholars  who  were  invited  to  go  to  Santiago,  expenses  paid,  to  give 
the  latest  perspectives  on  the  Influence  of  video  games  and  interactive 
media.  This  is  part  of  a  project  called  the  New  Millennium  Learners,  an 
international  investigation  of  the  impact  of  emerging  digital  technologies 
on  learning.  A  book  is  expected  to  result  from  the  information  shared  at  the 
meeting,  co-authored  by  the  experts  invited  to  present. 

In  June,  she  appeared  on  "The  Morning  Show  with  Mike  &  Juliet,"  a 
live  program  carried  by  many  of  the  Fox  affiliates  nationwide.  Dill  appeared 
on  the  Fox  program  to  discuss  a  news  story  about  "virtual  rapes"  occurring 
on  Second  Life,  an  online  community.  She  also  presented  her  latest 
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research  as  part  of  a  panel  of  media  experts  at  the  June  meeting  of  the 
American  Psychological  Association  in  San  Francisco. 

Her  most  recent  research  has  explored  the  portrayal  of  gender  roles 
in  video  gaming  magazines  and  in  video  games  themselves.  She  and  her 
students  found  that  the  great  majority  of  video  games  depict  men  as  ultra 
violent  and  women  as  stereotyped  sex  objects.  The  women  are  often  shown 
as  victims  of  violence. 

In  addition.  Dill  and  her  former  student  Kathryn  Phillips  Thill  '07  have 
received  word  that  their  research  paper  has  been  accepted  for  publication 
by  "Sex  Roles:  A  Journal  of  Research."  Their  article  is  titled  "Video  game 
characters  and  the  socialization  of  gender  roles:  Young  people's  perceptions 
mirror  sexist  media  depictions."  Thill,  who  graduated  with  top  honors 
from  L-R's  psychology  program,  is  now  pursuing  a  Ph.D.  in  counseling  at 
the  University  of  North 
Carolina-Greensboro. 
The  two  are  also  currently 
co-authoring  a  book 
chapter  on  domestic 
violence  to  be  published  by 
Praeger  Press.  Additional

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Student  to  begin  composting  on  campus 

Sophomore  Kathryn  Miles 
has  received  a  $3,000  grant  from 
the  N.C.  Beautiful  Scholars 
program  to  research  and  develop 
a  composting  program  on 
campus.  She  plans  to  begin  work 
on  the  project  this  fall. 

Miles  was  raised  in  rural 
Blythewood,  S.C.,  where 
her  family  grew  a  garden 
that  supplied  most  of  their 
vegetables.  They  always  put  food 
scraps  in  a  compost  pile  to  help  fertilize  the  garden. 

She  got  the  idea  for  a  composting  project  when  she  noticed 
the  large  amount  of  food  thrown  away  by  students.  "It  kind  of 
bothered  me  being  in  the  cafeteria  and  seeing  so  much  going  to 
waste,"  she  said. 

She  joined  Earthbound,  an  environmental  club  on  campus 
that  works  closely  with  the  Thomas  W.  Reese  Institute  for 
Conservation  of  Natural  Resources.  Through  that  organization, 
she  attended  a  conference  at  the  University  of  Colorado-Boulder, 
where  she  learned  what  other  colleges  are  doing  to  be  more 
environmentally  sustainable. 

After  returning  to  campus,  she  wrote  a  grant  proposal,  which 
was  accepted  by  N.C.  Beautiful.  She  plans  to  develop  a  campus 
compost  pile  using  waste  food  from  the  cafeteria  and  Bears' 
Lair.  Miles  said  she  also  hopes  to  put  boxes  around  campus  to 
encourage  students  to  add  their  food  scraps  to  the  project.  In 
addition,  she  said  she  would  like  to  investigate  how  much  yard 
waste  is  produced  at  the  college  and  whether  this  material  can  be 
composted  as  well. 

Miles  proposed  using  the  composted  waste  in  the  college's 
lawn  and  garden  care.  In  addition,  she  said,  "I  hope  to  make  it 
full  circle  and  have  a  community  garden  on  campus  that  would 
use  the  compost." 

Her  project  will  include  an  educational  component,  with 
L-R  students  being  taught  which  items  could  be  composted.  In 
addition,  she  said  she  would  like  the  project  to  serve  as  a  model 
for  the  community,  with  school  children  visiting  the  campus  to 
learn  about  composting.

Lenoir-Rhyne  College  received  a  grant  of  $306,000  from 
the  Charles  A.  Cannon  Charitable  Trusts.  This  grant  was  used  to 
demolish  Highland  Hail,  purchase  a  new  dishwashing  system 
for  the  college  cafeteria,  and  upgrade  the  electrical  system  in 
isenhour  Hall. 

This  grant  is  the  largest  received  by  the  college  from  the 
Cannon  Charitable  Trusts  since  1985.  "We  greatly  appreciate  the 
Cannon  Charitable  Trusts'  assistance  with  these  long-identified 
capital  needs,  and  we  look  forward  to  the  positive  changes  that 
they  will  bring  to  student  life  on  our  campus,"  said  Scott  Shrode, 
Lenoir-Rhyne  vice  president  for  advancement. 

Highland  Hall,  built  in  1907  as  a  men's  dormitory,  was 
the  oldest  remaining  building  on  campus.  After  extensive 
research,  college  officials  came  to  the  conclusion  that  it  was  not 
structurally  or  financially  feasible  to  restore  the  building.  It  most 


recently  housed  the  college's  nursing  program,  which  was  moved 
to  the  McCrorie  Center  upon  its  completion  in  2002,  and  Deaf  and 
Hard  of  Hearing  Support  Services,  which  moved  to  the  Cromer 
Center  in  2003.  Since  that  time.  Highland  Hall  had  been  vacant. 
The  building  was  razed  during  the  summer  break,  leaving  green 
space  in  its  place. 

The  second  part  of  the  grant  helped  upgrade  equipment 
used  in  the  college  cafeteria.  Each  year,  the  cafeteria  serves 
approximately  1 ,600  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  students  and  more 
than  23,000  guests  to  the  college.  The  third  part  of  the  grant 
was  used  to  improve  the  electrical  system  in  Isenhour  Hall,  a 
residence  hall  built  in  1968.  The  electrical  upgrades  will  provide 
additional  capacity  for  the  many  electrical  devices  brought  to 
campus  by  today's  students.
